ele elle where; and to be indued with more Mildneſs and Human- 
"2740s: Wherefore, I think it not amiſs, to look back a little upon the 


Practice of theſe Moderat and Merciful Papiſts, toward their Proteſtant

| end, cloſe by the Church Walls; The perſons invited, dined in the 
Biſhops Palace, and at Night ſupped in a Palace ia the middle of 5, 
ris. It being ordinary in all Maſlacres, to. fall upon Perſons. of Note 
firſt; the firſt Attempt was made. upon that good Man Admiral Celig- 

ni, who received a Wound by the ſhot of a Piſtol; which not provin 
mortal, he was adviſed to try the Safety of his Life, by flying out of 
the City; But the Souldiers appointed to commence the bloody Scene 
| being ſo poſted in different places of the City, his Eſcape was prevented; 
And the dreadfal Signal being given, they begin their Butcherie with 
the Admiral himſelf, who after he had received many grievous Wounds, 
was thrown out of a Window upon the Strects : After which, his. 
Head was cut of, and embalmed with Spices, to be ſent to the Pepe, 
and his Body moſt inhumanely cut and maugled by the ſavage. Mobb ; 
After having dragg'd it three Days through the Streets of the City, 
they carry it up to the publick place of Execution, and hang it up by 
the heels. This horrid. Maſſ:cre being thus begun, the armed Souldi- 
ers run upon Proteſtants of all Ranks, Ages and Sexes without Diſtin-, 
Qion, and cruelly murther them; So that not only the Streets of the. 
City did run with their Blood, whereby the ſame was dyed, but the 
very River did ſeem to be turned into Blood, by reaſon of the Multi- 
tudes of People threwn. into the ſame, whoſe Wonnds concurred to, 
make a crimſon Stream. Its generally computed, that within the ſpace, 
of three Days, above Ten Thouſand Proteſtants were cut off within the 
City. This was not the Fate of theſe Proteſtants alone, but the Mal- 
{acre was carried ta the Cities of Lyons, Orteans, Tholouſe and Raan, in 
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ace of one Moneth, Thirty Thouſand Proteſtaats were deſtroyed. - It 
is to be noted, that the above named King Charles the Ninth, the chief 
Inſtrument of this cruel Murder, dyed childleſs, by the iſſueing of 
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by the famous Edi of Nants; by which they enjoyed very ample.

”. cruel Deaths, are by many — more miſerable, in regard of the 
Inhumane Barbarities they ſufter dayly: Take for Inſtance, the de- 
lorable Condition of thoſe, that are condemned to the Galleys, whoſe 

iſery 1 ſhall deſcribe ina few Words. A Galley is a long flat one 
deckt Veſſel, which generally makes its Way more by Oars, than Sails: 
There are five Slaves appointed for every Oar, and in all about Three 
Hundred of them, and an Hundred and Fifty Men, either Officers, 
Sea-Men, or Servants: Theſe miſerable Creatures, to wit the Slaves, 
are expoſed above Deck to the Heat of the Sun by Day, and the Damps 
and Inclemencies of the Night. The Galley being but a ſmall Veſſel, 
fach a Number of Mea are extreamly crouded, and their exceſſive hard 
Work at the Oars, cauſes Sweat continually to ſtream down from their 
Bodies, by which the ſcanty Allowance of Linnen which they wear, 
being ſoaked with the naſty Sweat, produces Swarms of Vermine, 
which crawl not only upon their Cloaths, but the very Seats they ſit 
upon, by which the miſerable Wretches are like to be eaten up: In- 
ſtead of a Bed, fick or well, they are allowed only a Board a 
Foot and a half broad, and thoſe who ly near the Officers,dare not pre- 
ſume, tho tormented with Vermine, to move Hand or Foot, leſt 

they ſhould give Diſturbance, by the rattleing of their Chains, and 
draw upon themſelves a new Punifament. Theſe who are at the Oars, 
have cruel Task-Maſters ſet over them, who when ever they find any, 
(though through faintneſs or weakneſs) who are not able to keep Touch 
with the reſt, do unmercifully laſh them with Whips they have for that 
uſe, and thereby impriat the evident Marks of Inhamanity upon their 
Bodies; who are almoſt naked when at the Oars: And, the leaſt Sign of 
Diſcontent appearing in their Countenances, draws upon them double 
Stripes from theſe relentleſs Tygers, whoſe Laſhes are commonly 
uſhered in, and followed with a Volley of helliſh Oaths and Imprecati- 
ons. This cruel Treatment occaſions frequent Sickneſs amongſt them, 
in which Caſe, they are laid in the dark Hold, (where is very little 
Air) promiſcuouſly without Beds. It is impoſſible to form a true Noti- 
on of the Miſery of theſe poor Creatures, while their Sickneſs and 
tormenting Pains are increaſed, by the Swarms of Vermine, that almoſt 
cover their Bodies, and by the noiſome Stink, that ariſes from all the 
Naſtineſs that is about them, which makes them long impatiently for 
Death, to end their wretched Days. See their ſcanty Allowance of

of thoſe Prore/tants amongſt us, whoſe Words and Actions declare, that 
they chuſe rather to Cultivate familiar Friendſhip and Intimacy with 
Papiſts, than Presbytersans. | | | 

Altho the Match propoſed betwixt King Chartes the firſt and the In. 
fanta of Spain was not accompliſhed, yet a Marriage betwixt the ſaid 
King and Lady Henrietta Maria Daughter to Henry the 4th King of 
France ſucceeded ; which raiſed the expectation of all the Roman Carholicks 
in Brittain and Ireland, that they ſhould get Popery advanced in more than 


an ordinary way, by the influence of the Young Queen, of their own 
Religion: And therefore they were reſtleſs in Improving the oportunity -- : 
they had got, to Ingratiat themſelves into his Majeſtys Favours. and Ex- 


aſperat him againſt his beſt Proteſtant Subjects; and at leygth 
they work up their Cruel deſignes to that dreadful Criſis, of commit- 
ing one of the moſt Bloody Maſſacres, that ever was heard of in the 
World. Whereby 200000 Perſons were cut off, as above ſaid. 
About the latter end of October in the Year 1641, there is a defigne 
framed to furprize Dublin firſt, it being the Metropolis of the Kingdom, 
thereby to-ftrick Terror to all the reſt; but the Plot being diſcovered, 
by the Merciful Providence of GOD, before it came to Execution, the 
City was preſerved ; but in all other places theſe Barbarous Tygres ac- 


compliſhed their Bloody purpoſes, by the deſtroying in a moſt terrible 


manner, Men, Women, and Children, without the leaſt figne of Releut- 


ing, wherever they could find them Yea, the very Women Imbrued 


their hands in the Blood of their Proteſtant Neighbours, by Stabbing them 
or cutting their Throats; and inured their Children to the Cruelty of 
killing the Proteſtants Children, yea they cauſed Children to kill their 
own Parents, and afterwards killed them as being guilty of Parricide. 


The Popiſh Prief: did exert their outmoſt care, to perfwade their 


Cruel People, that nothing could be more Meritorious, than the Deſtroy- 
ing of Proteftants,in that Cruei manner;and that the moe they cut off, the 
nearer they were to Heaven: Vea, they cauſed them to take their Sacrament 
upon ĩt, that they ſhould ſpare none. The full Account of this Terrible 
aſſacre, is given by moſt of our modern Hiſtorians; See Sir Jobn Tem- 
ples Hiſtory of the Fiſh Nebellion, Page 10, 136, and 148, And the Book of 
Hartyrs vol. 2Prigted at Lenden in the Year 1702, from page 393 to page 
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1 Any who will be at the pains to * the occaſion of a Pampbler, 
termed, Murder will out, emitted after the Reftauration of King Charles 
the ad, as alſo, how the Marquis of 4:1iw a noted ih Rebel, 
got his Eſtate, which had been forfeired upon that Account, reſtor- 
end ; by his produceing the Warrand by which he acted, may fiad from 
what lafluence theſe Rebels did effectuat their crucl Deſign.

Page 43 and 44: It alſo deſeryes ſerious Reflection, that 
wherever papiſts have prevailed againſt Proteſtants, tis not enough to 
cut chem off by Death, bus they rack their: hellih Laventions, to find 
out theſe Torments, that are moſt . exquiſitely paiuful, and lingering: 
And altho? it cannot but fill your Mind with Horrour, when ye read 
what follows-upoa this Head, (as it does mine at writeing hereof ) L 
cannot emmit coadefcendiag upon a few Inſtances, which are but a brief 
Sample of what theſe harbarous Pxpiſts have practiſed. In the Valley of 
Ned in the Lear 1557, no Cruelty ſince the Times of Diocleſiar, 
could match what was perpetrated there, amongſt the Waldes/es and 
Aibigenſes, Women were ript up alive, burning Candles were held to 
the moſt tender and ſenſible Parts of their Bodies, their Nails were torun 
if by hot Pincers, and when half dead by theſe Torments, they are 
tyed to the Tails of wild Beaſts, which are let looſe throw ragged and. 
Rony Places: It was thought a very light Puniſhment to throw them 
— the Tops of high Precipes's, where falling among the Boughs of 
rees, they ſtuck there, till they dyed through Cold and Hunger, and 
the Wounds received by the Fall, the Places being ordinarly inac- 
cellible- Young Maids had Spits thruſt. throw their Bodies, from tleir 
Privities to their Necks, and the impious Souldiers, carried them in that. 
Poſture: Some were dragged by the Feet 'throw the Streets, which 
vere ſrrawed with ſharp Flint Stones untill they. dyed - Some had, 
their: Privy Members cut off, and thruſt into their Throats, whereby. 
they were choaked: The tender Infants were taken out of the Cradles, 
and torn to pieces: Women were faſtned to Spits, and roaſted to. 
Death, while their cruel Tormentors did cut off their | Breaſts, and cat. 
tte ſame: Men had their Hands tyed to their Privy Members, and 
the Whole weight of their Body ſuſpended upon Cords: Others - had. 
their Mouths preſſed full of Gun Powder, and lighted Matches held to- 
the fame: Others were flead alive: Some were buried alive: Some 
were burned alive in great Fires, like Nebuchedrezzars Fur nace: Some 
had their Brains beat out, which their Tormentors did fry. and eat: 
Others had their Faces cut off alive, See Georgins Hornius his. Church, 
miterx written in Latine page 654, 666, 667, where theſe. Cruelties 
riogcd. There is a full Account of them ina Book written whole - 
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y upon that Subject, by Samuel . But we need 978 ee 
to ſearch for the cruel Torments, by which Proteſtants have been pu ij 
to Death, ſome of theſe and ſuch like have been inflited upon our 
worthy Anceſtors, whereof many Inftances may be given from our 
own Hiſtorians. But after all, if it ſhould be urged, that there is no 
Danger of ſuch Treatment amongſt us, becauſe care will be taken to 
havethe Adminiſtration of our Government, in the Hands of Proteſtants; 
or at leaſt, of ſuch as maſt be regulat by Proteſtant Laws: Lanſwer, 
That to have the Adminiſtration of our Laws in the Hands of Pupifts or 
their Abetrors, tho* profeſſed Proteſtants, cannot but be of dangerous 
Conſequence: I wiſh we would: be at on to refle#, what Numbers 
of worthy Proteſtants may be computed to have ſuffered Death, from 
the Reftauration to the Revolution, even, tho“ Popery was not then Eſta- 
bliſhed by a Law: See a Book called the Weſtern Martyrologie or Bloody 
"Aſſizes, containing an Account of thoſe that ſuffered under that bloody 
Tyrant George Lord Jeffery, printed at London for John Marſhall, in the 
Year 1705. And to come home to our felves, how many Citys or 


Tons are there in Scotland, where the Blood of Eminent Chriſtians 


hath not been ſhed? And how many Pariſhes are there, who have not 


produced ſome or other to be ſacrificed to the Luſt of thoſe, who inclin- 


ed to follow the French y ? What mean ſo many Monuments ere- 
&ed upon the Graves of thoſe, who have been murdered in City and 
Country, ſet up by the pious Care of thoſe, who would tranſmit to Po- 
ferity, Memorials of the Wreſtlings and h of Pretbyteriant in 
Scotland? Are there not Thouſands of living Witneſſes, who have 
ſeen Perſons of all Ranks dy upon Scaffolds, for Adherence to their Re- 
ligiog in this Place. 1 know this Anſwer is ready in the Mouths of a 
great many, viz. Theſe ſuffered juſtly as Rebel!s againſt the Govern» 
ment; and by this Topick, they have the dareing Impudence, to vin- 
dicat the French King, from all the Barbarities committed by him, up- 
on his Proteſtant Subjects, and to accuſe thoſe, who ſuffered for their 
Holy Religion, as Rebels, deſervedly puniſhed. But if refuſing to com-
